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Dallas OKs release of Kennedy assassination files 


, DALLAS (AP) - The Dallas City Council 
, . (>n Monday voted unanimously to release 
’ all municipal files on President Kennedy’s 
'■assassination, Including a box of. records 
; ’ recently discovered. 

. , The resolution, sponsored by Courtctl- 
. ‘man Domingo Garcia and approved In a 
■15-0 vote, also urged Congress to authorize 
" the release of all federally held files on the 
assassination. 

"The American public has a right to 
know In a free and open society what the 
. government has or hasn't got," Garcia said. 


"They have a right to see these files not In 
2020, but In 1992." 

Garcia said “rnnybe they (files) will re- 
veal something, maybe they won't." 

A box of documents was delivered to City 
Hall as the resolution was being consid- 
ered. The municipal archives already had 
15 boxes of flies relating to the assassina- 
tion, said city archivist Cindy Smolovlk, 
who added that the new files should be 
available to the public within days. 

Garcia sold he did not know what the 
new flies contained. Several ot the files 


were labeled "Intelligence Oswald" or "In- 
telligence Ruby" and one sold "letters to 
Ruby." 

"There are some that are really bland 
... but there are some like letters to Jack 
Ruby and all kind of activity Involving peo- 
ple near Jack Ruby and Lee Harvey Os- 
wald," Garcia said. . 

Last week. Assistant City Manager A.C, 
Gonzalez told Garcia In a memorandum 
that "almost all" the Dallas records had al- 
ready been turned over to the Warren 
Commission, the FBI or the municipal 


archives. 

They Included record* pertaining to Os- 
wald, Identified by the Warren Commission 
as the lone assassin; Ruby, who killed Os- 
wald; and Kennedy's death. 

Kennedy was fatally shot during a mo- 
torcade In downtown Dallas on Nov. 22, 
1963. In the recent movie "JFK," film mak- 
er Oliver Stone had raised allegations of a 
conspiracy In the assassination. 

Congressional flies on the president’s 
death had been sealed until 2029. 

Garcia’* motion covered any documents, 


police reports, audio tapes or fllm'htlafctf 
to the assassination. His resolution also 
asked that the U.S. House open all sealed 
flics of the House Select Committee on 
Assassinations. i ...... — 

1 Dallas County Historical Foundntton ex- 
ecutive director Bob Hays, who helped as- 
semble The Sixth Floor exhibit on the as- 
sassination, said he doubts the Dallas files 
will reveal new Information. 

"The fact that anything UtBt important 
would be left In Dallas seems td me unllko- 
ly,” Hays said. “It’s possible.", ... 
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
